An attempted assassination swelled the 
list of the “ Death Corner ” district last bight 
when Tony Getios was shot from behind as 
be leaned against & railing in front of his 
residence, at 1008 Gault court. Gault court 


is a half block from Milton avenue and Oak 


street, where Phillip! Maniscalsco and An- 


tonlo Dugo were slain Tuesday night. 


This ia the fourth outrage of its kind in the 
last seventy-two hours. The three other vic- 
tims were slain outright. The new weapon, 


the sawed off shotgun, was used in each case. 


The missile was a big leaden slug. 

Getios had been to a moving picture show. 
Returning, he stopped to reat beside a rail- 
ing, which protects a long pitlike passage in 
front of the court. He threw one leg across 
the rail To this he probably owes his life, 
for the next moment the roar of a shotgun 
sounded from the darkness below, and he fell 
with a bullet in his groin. Had he not moved 
his leg when he did, the slug would have 
pierced his abdomen. 


Assailant Fled; Not Seen, 

Two policemen a block away heard the 
shot and ran to the injured man’s assistance. 
While one of them called an ambulance from 
Passavant hospital the other searched the 
passage that had concealed the would-be 
murderer. He found nothing. 

Immediately after Getios was taken to the 
hospital Frank Ambro, with whose family 
Getios rooms, accompanied Detective Loftis: 
to the Sheitielé avenue police station and 


hazarded bis ideas of the attempted murder. 


He said he imagined the shot had been flred 
supposedly at him, as Getios has lived in 
the district only a short time, and is not 
known to have an enemies.

When our 
new building is finished and its possessions 
installed a similar sum will de represented 
$5,000,000 in the building and $10,000,000 in 
treasures, 

Both in its present proportion and in its 
plans for growth this will be the largest 
museum building in the world and will have 
cost more than any single museum. 

“In developing these plans Messrs. Burn- 
ham & Co. sent their architects and designers 
all over the world to investigate and study 
important museum structures everywhere.

Possibility of Corner in Wheat 
Making the Staff of Life

Washington, D. C., March 16.—[Speclal. 1 
Shall there be a bread trust? Shall frenzied 
finance, having cornered sugar, meat, cloth- 
ing. coal, oil, and other necessities, be allowed 
to gather its tribute also from the poor man's 
Staff of life? a 
These questions have aroused President 
Taft's trust busters to action. There is to be 
an.investigation of the baking trust, the §30,- 
000,000 corporation which is being organized 
by John W. Gates and others, and of which 
the Schulze Baking company of Chicago is to 
be one of the integral parts. 
One of the most sensational aspects of the 
proposition is the possiMlity that the bread 
trust, if allowed to go unchecked, may corner 
the whea: market of the world and put bread 
in the class of luxuries of the palate. 


Inquiry Already Under Way. 

The fact is that the government’s investi- 
gation of the proposed trust already is under 
. Way, although plans for launching the big 
combine have not been perfected. It appears 
that the plans of financiers who are backing 
the corporation, which is to be known as the 
| National Baking company, have been known 
to Attorney General Wickersham for some 
time, although they did not become public 
until a couple of days ago. 

At first the possibility of the creation ofa 
bread monopoly of national scope was not 
taken seriously by the federal law depart- 
ment. It was contended that it was one 
business in which there was so much free 
competition that its product never could be 
limited or controlled. For every concern 
that would become a part of the big corpora- 
tion there were thousands of independent 
bakers who would go right along making 
bread and selling it to the people at the price 
fixed by competition. 4 


Two Apparent Dangers. 


There seemed to be only two apparent dan- 
gers. One was that the trust might develop * 
in each large city a local combine of bakeries 
which Wa institute competition so ruinous 
as to run its smaller rivals out of business. 
It might cut the price of a loaf in two until 
its competitors were bankrupted and then 
run the price back to a higher figure than be- 
fore. 

The other danger was the possibility that a 
$30,000,000 corporation with powerful finan- 
cial affiliations in Wall street and La Salle 

_gtreet would be able to corner the flour out- 
put of the nation and even corner the wheat 
crop so as to be the supreme master of the 
staff of life from the field to the table. 
Whether able to bring about 4 complete cor-

ner in either flour or wheat, it was thought 


possible that its gigantic deals in the raw 
material market might result in a ruinous 
fluctuation of priceg—ruinous, that is, to ali 
but the trust. 


: Experts Go to New Tork. 
Whatever the possfbilities in the situation 
are, it is known that Attorney General Wick- 
. ersham received information of a nature that 
caused him to take the matter seriously. The 
result was the assignment of one of the de- 


pertment’s expert investigators to inquire, 


into the reports of the formation of the com- 
dine. The investigator left for New York 
today. - 

If the report of the investigator indicates 
that a dangerous combine in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law is forming the attor- 
ney general will attack it at once.

It was argued that he was a resi- 
dent of California, not New York, therefore 
the action was not within the jurisdiction of 
the New York courts. This, according to Mr. 
Roth, was disproved. It was shown that Mr.

The city and sanitary district authofities 
having got together, tandily but not too 
date, there should be no further delay in 
empowering the respective public corpofa- 
tions to proceed under the arrangement 
agreed upon. Chicago's need for a harbor, 


fatigue of some of our readers, should now 
be recognized by the assembly and recog- 
nized by the legislation sought. This legis- 
lation has been carefully considered and 
fairly debated. It contains compromises, 
but doubtless it is all the better for tha‘. 
It is conservative and thorough and will 
serve as a sound basis for proceeding: to this 
great public improvement.

The first definite results of the grand 
jury bribery investigation in Vermilion 
county are not what the decent sentiment of 
‘that community will be satisfied with. But 
a beginning has been made and good citi- 
zenship owes a debt of gratitude to plucky 
Foreman Woodyard and the majority of 
the jury who supported him. 

The men “higher up” have escaped, as 
usual, with the probable consequence that 
the minor offenders enmeshed will be al- 
lowed to go free by petit juries whose rough 

if short sighted sense of justice is offended 
by the escape of the more important ras- 
cals, 

The disease which bas attacked the com- 
munity of Vermilion county is not easy to 
combat, and the physicians must not be dis- 
couraged. Rather, effort should be re- 
doubled, though it is profoundly disheart- 
ening to face such a situation where the 
‘whole political machinery seems to hare 
becothe thoroughly corrupt and where even 
a considerable partof the electorate has been 
corrupted by this machinery.

ORD HARDWICKE, whose engage- 
ment to a Miss Neville, a New Zea- 
land heiress of great wealth, has just 


known as the most impoverished of 
British peers. His predecessors in the earl- 
dom by their insane extravagance made 
ducas and drakes of the immense fortune 
founded by the merchant Simon Yorke 
toward the chose of the seventeenth century, 
and which was augmented by his grandson, 
Philip Yorke, who became lord chief justice 
of England at 84, lord high chancellor at 
87, and the first Earl of Hardwicke. 

The present earl, eighth of his line, spent 
ten years in the United States before suc- 
ceeding to the family honors and during 
three of those years worked as an ordinary 
miner, for union wages, in a gold mine in 
Montana, where he was knouu as Charlie 
and as No. 126” to the management. 

He was at one time, while in this country, 
reported engaged to Miss Bessie Thomas, 
daughter and heiress of a millionaire dyna- 
mite manufacturer of Bay City, Mich The 
marriage, however, failed to materialize. For 
the last two years he has been one of the 
pioneers of aerial navigation in Europe, and 
the news of his father’s death and of his 
own accession to the peerage and to a seat 
in the house of lords overtook him while 
he was at Pau with the Wright brothers 
taking part in their flying machine pageant 
ments. ‘ 

Lord Hardwicke has a small place on the 
Solent, known as SYdney lodge, at Hamble, 
near Southampton, and when in town makes 
his headquarters at 71 Piccadilly. The an- 
cestral home of the Yorkes, Wimpole hall, 
in' Cambridgeshire, with its double avenue of 
elms three miles long, each tree several cen- 
turtes old, is now in the possession of Lord 
Clifden, who, according to the Yorke fam- 
ily, secured the place at one-quarter of ite 
real value by buying up the mortgeges with 
which it was encumbered and then fore- 
closing.

Prince Maximilian Egon Thurn and Taxis 
was obliged to secure the kindly intercession 
of the emperor before he could obtain from 
hae cousin, Prince Albert, Duke of Worth 
and of Donaustaufen, the head of his house, 
the sanction of the latter, which was indis- 
pengable to render legal his marriage with 
one of the most bequtiful girls of Budapest, 
Lola Krauss, daughter and sole hetress of 
one of the leading manufacturers of Hun- 
gary, and who has already settled upon her 
a fortune of $1,200,000. 

In addition to this she will inherit probebly 
at least six times that sum at his death, 
Prince Max is a chamberlain of the emperor 
and the elder brother of that Prince Victor 
Thurn and Taxis who, during his stay in this 
country, became involved in matrimonial dif. 
ficulties with a woman whom he met at one 
of the night lobster palaces in New York 
and who alleged he had made her his wife. 

The Almanach de Gotha, the pages of which 
eoncerning his family are annually revised 
by the chief of the house, evidently cansiderg 
him as married to someone or other. For in 
the issue of the almanach of the present year 
he is set down as married, though the name 
of his wife is not given. 

Victor is now Uving in France under a 
cloud. For he left the Austrian army under 
extremely discreditable circumstances, en- 
talling his retirement, not to say worse, from 


All the clubs to which he had belonged, at 


Vienna and at Pesth. He formerly held a 
commission in the Ninth Austrian Hussar 
regiment, a crack corps, but deprived 
thereof without being even to 
have his name carried on the reserve list 
of officers of the Austrian army. 

Among who served with him in the 
regiment was Prince Leopold of Saxe-Coburg, 
and when the latter waa over here at the 
same time as Victor Thurn and Taxis he not 
only Geclined to hold any intercourse with 
him but went eo far as to warn all his friends 
and acquaintances against him.

When Victor, after having made the United 
States too hot to hold him, returned to France 
he was sued there by a number of persons, 
incuding a Miss Kemper, a _  soi-disant 
Countess Clare, and a man named Zaltyn-~ 
sky, for money advanced for that matri- 
monial campaign in America, which, ac- 
cording to his backers, was to have resulted 
in his winning the hand of Mise Gledye Van- 
derbilt, now Countess Szechenyi, or some 
other great American: heiress. The law suit 
led to the queerest sort of revelations, and 
had the effect of rendering Victor more im- 
poesible than before. 

Another of the Thurn and Taxis family 
well known in this country 1s Prince Alex- 
ander, who is the head of the second line, 
end who at one time was engaged in large 
enterprises in the west, which had the effect 
of bringing him frequently to the United

He obtained from the czar large conces- 
sions of mining rights on crown property 
in the Altei Mertchinsk district of Siberia 
and formed the so-called Domains company, 
with a capital of some $6,000,000.

literary value, is great. From them We earn 


much of the manners and customs of those 
early times when the chariot was their vehi. 
cle of war. We are enthralled and charmed 
by the chivalry and simple grandeur of their 
heroes and heroines: Cuchullin is the 
‘‘preux chevaler of Irish chivalrous 
romance. As Achilles and Hector in Greek, 
so Cuchullin stands distinguished for bravery 
and magnanimity in Irish story Not only 
willing but eager to engage in the forefront of 
battle, and to “ raise the ring of the pillar 
stone a a token of challenge to the songof 
Neohtan, . 

These sagas or stories were told from houss 
to house by the bards and ollamhs (olafs) 
and have delighted all who have been for- 
tunate enough to hear and retain them. They 
are stories of strong, handsome, war ke men 
who could leap like salmon and run like deer: 
poesess themselves of the “ heroes’ fury” 
as well as the “heroes bit”; and with 
swords so sharp that they would cut the 
grass wind blown against them. 

Stories of beautiful women, like Deirdre 
and Emer, faithful unto death, who loved 
musio and played at chess; whose voices were 
soft, and whose bodies were supple and 
straight, like the rushes in the bog lands. 
Stories from an imagination which peopled 
the hills and caves with sidhe, or fairies— 
the beautiful singing creatures who dwelt in 
Tir-nan-Og, the land of the ever young,

Patrick had heard these stories often 
during his seven years’ stay in the land. He 
undoubtedly was familiar with the signif- 
cance and importance of this gathering ¢¢ 
Teamhair, and nothing but the “ armor of 
righteousness” could have given this one 
time slave the courage to seek such an inter- 
view. Jesus had appeared before “ crowds 
of enemies "; Paul, the tent maker, had been 
“imperiled among false brethren,” and now 
came Patrick’s opportunity to declare his 
faith without wavering. 

The Druids, to whom had been accorded all 
respect for their mysterious knowledge; the 
Brehons, whose office it was to deal justics 
and administer the laws; the historians, or 
seanchtes; the bards, or ollamhs (olafs), as 
well ‘as many prominent heads of clans, 
were here with their insignia and official 
dress, which, according to tradition, were 
very splendid and dazzling. But Patrick felt, 
the power of his meseage and drew his in- 
spiration from it. He asked and obtained 
permission from King Leegheire to adéress 
this auguet company: There have been no 
copies of his speech preserved for our edifica- 
tion, but a lasting testimony of its convincing 
character is the fact that he won to his cause 
the greatest Brehon of the country, the much 
beloved and universally respected lawgiver, 
Doubhthach, who afterward became a great 
friend of Patrick, and, at the latter's request, 
was one of the committee chosen to revise 
the Brehon or native laws, The Druids, on 
hearing Patrick's message, realized that s 
new order of things had come to pass and 
that their reign of power had received 3 
great blow. For this or some reason they 
plotted to get Patrick out of the way, and set 
ruffians to waylay and kill him on his way 
north from Teambhair (Tara).

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LE GRAND W. PERCE, WAR HERO, 


IS DEAD AT AN ADVANCED AGE. 


Leader of Veteran Organizations Once 
Represented Mississippi ‘District in 
Congrese—Made Notable Record. 


Le Grand W. Perce, civil war veteran and 
former member of congress and for years a 
prominent lawyer of the Chicago bar, died 
yesterday. He was 76 years of age. | 

Mr. Perce came to Chicago from Buffalo, 
N. T., where he was born in 1836. At the 


opening of the civil war he enlisted with the 


rank of captain. He was ed several 


times following bravery and heroism on the 


battlefield, and when mustered out had at- 
tained the rank of colonel. 

After the war he practiced law in Natchez, 
Miss., and in 1869 he was elected a member 
of congress from the Sixth district of Mis- 


sissippi. He reported and passed through the | 


house the first common school education ill. 
He returned to Chicago in 1874 and took up 
the practice of law here. 

He wee past commander of the Illinois 
commendery of th» Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion of the United States: For eev- 
eral yeare he was commander of Grant post 
of the G. A. R., and was a charter member 
and the first president of the Chicago Union 
Veteran league. 

The funeral will be held tomorrow after- 
noon from Lake View Présbyterian church. 
Interment will be in Rosebill.

SUDDEN BOOST IN VALUE. 


Payne Syndicate Seeks to Make a 
Fortune Out of One Plot 
of Ground. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington D. C., March 16.—[Special)— 
On account of the extraordinary rise in the 
prices demanded, the negotiations for the 
purchase a site for the proposed west side 
postoffice in Chicago are at astandstill. Un- 
less better terms are offered, it appears likely 
it will be. necessary to abandon the idea 
of locating the building near Congress and 
Halsted streets fn conformity with the Burn- 
ham suggestion 

Several sites between Van Buren and Har- 
rison streets are under consideration, but 
no selection has been made. The location 
that has been the subject of negotiation in 
the last few weeks is the two blocks bound- 
ed by Van Buren, Clinton, Harrison and 
Jefferson streets. This is known as the 
Western Electric property and now is.owned 
by a syndicate headed by Attorney John 
Barton Payne of Chicago. 

Mr. Payne and his friends purchased this 
property last fall “as an investment ac- 
cording to a letter from the attorney to the 


Florida in the next five or six years.

Now the government again has been “raised” 
beyond its limit. 

Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh and 
Assistant Secretary Hilles, who inspected 
the sites a few weeks ago, have been Carry- 
ing on the negotiations with the Payne 
syndicate and the owners of other property 
in the neighborhood. Both officials are out 
of town, but it was said at the department 
that no terms had been reached and there ap- 
peared to be no disposition on the part of the 
owners to reduce the prices demanded. 

The two blocks owned by Mr. Payne and his 
associates make what is regarded as the ideal 
Site. It is understood that it has the approval 
ot the Chicago plan commission, for the 
reason that the property would be bisected 
by the proposed Congress street axis of the 
Burnham design. If, however, the govern- 
ment is unable to purchase this or any neigh- 
boring site within the itmit fixea py con- 
gress, it is the intention of the department 
to seek à location in some other quarter of 
the west side.

Certain so-called ene pointed out by the 
Armstrong investigiiting committee that 
probed Insurance affiiirs in 1905 were looked 
into. While stating nat some of these evils 
still obtain, Supt. H¢tchkiss points out that 
there has been impr¢ wvement since the rem-. 
edial insurance laws 1 1906 were passed, and 
he states that appar ently the inherent fea- 
tures of this business make the eliniination 
of such abuses impoiisible. 

Summing up his cof clusions, Mr. Hotchkiss 
finds that the interests ot government ap- 
parently require tnat the masses should ha ve 
industrial insurance. It must be given either 
by private corporatio; as or the state. Hence, 
the state must permit corporations to write 
industrial insurance Lractically as it is now 
written, or else it mist prohtbit the writing 
of such igsurance by private corporations 
and write it itself; In his judgment the 
state is not yet to assume such a bur- 
den. 

Commenting on me extent of industria) in- 
‘surance, figures are quoted showing that the 
Metropolitan has 10;)00,000 industrial poli- 
cles in force, with $1, 485,000,000 of outstand- 
ing industrial insurance.

New York, March 16.—[Special.)—Appar- 
ently the group of active spetulators on 
the floor of the stock exchamge who promoted 
the market advance Tuesday and Wednesday 
came to the conclusion today that with an- 
other *' decision day approaching it was 
time to take profits The movements of 
prices as well as the sharply contracted trea- 
ing suggested such program. 

With the exception of an hour or go around 
noon prices were beavy. Missouri Pacific 
was the feature in the weakness, reports be- 
ing persistent that large blocks of stock 
accumulated for the purposes of the annual! 
meeting were coming back into the market. 
This is plausible, but it aleo is true that from 
the investors’ point of view there is a long 
road to be traversed before the property is 
brought up to the. standard consequently 
enabled to receive thé full benefits of its 
excellent natural advantages. In other re- 
aspects the day's business was rather feature- 
less and whatever little interest attached to 
trading as a whole was found in the e 
ance offered by prices to neglect. 


Railroad Financing Feature, 

There was little in the day's news of direct inter- 
est to the financial markets. Further announce- 
ments of corporation financing were forthcoming, 
among these being the sale of $12,500,000 5 per cent 
notes by Missouri, Kansas and Texas to a local 
banking house, an operation which will permit the 
road to refund $10,000,000 of notes maturing in 
August, with\a surplus over for needed improve- 
ments. 

Advices from many_sections of the crop country 
disclosed a complete agreement among the Investi- 
gatora that wheat has come through the winter in 
exceptional shape and with every prospect of ulti- 
mate good harvests. The situation was reflected 
undoubtediy in the day’s decline on grain markets. 


Gain in Gold Holdings. 

The usual weekly report of the Bank of England 
noted an addition of §7,500,000 to the institution's 
gold holdings, bringing them up to figures compar- 
ing most favorably with the position at this season 
in other years, while the simultaneous increase in 
loans indicated a better demand for money which 
followed the recent reduction in discount rate.
